The candidate has shown an understanding of the passage, and has 
provided general information about Carolina’s hopes and fears for the 
future of rural Spain. There is some inaccurate information, and more 
detail is needed to support the reasons why people are moving back to 
small towns and villages e.g. in an effort to escape the bureaucracy, 
metropolitan life, for the affordability, the silence of the mountains and 
woods. 


The candidate is short on detail for Merit here. There is no mention of 
the discovery of the link between the Mayan constellations and the 
location of their cities. 


The candidate conveys the general meaning of the passage, giving 
some correct information, some irrelevant information and some 
inaccurate. Apart from the idea that the museum would attract more 
tourists there is not a clear understanding of what the artist hoped to 
achieve with the Aquatic museum e.g. examples of the works and 
reasons for them, how the art forms part of the marine ecosystem.
